Pennsylvania Economy league pre­ 
dicted 
today 
the 
commonwealth 
would have a budget deficit of $48- 
000,000 by the end of the current 
biennium , June I. 
Governor Jam es has estim ated the 
deficit at $50,000,000, of which a p ­ 
proxim ately $42,000,000 would be re­ 
lief expenditures. 
The league, a non-political organi­ 
zation m aintained by private con­ 
tributions, said in a statem ent the 
state's receipts have grown 150 per 
cent in the past IO years but th a t 
expenses have amounted 200 per 
cent. 
It said the state no longer 
was living within its income. 
Jam es 
has expressed the 
hope 
business picks up. 
He has allotted 
$130,000,000 to $140,000,000 for relief 
in his budget for the next biennum , 
due M onday night, but republican 
leaders frankly adm it th at am ount 
would not last for the tw o-year 
period. 
At the present $10,000,000- 
a -m onth rate of spending for all 
form s of aid to the needy, it would 
be exhausted in July, 1940. 
The am ount allotted to relief is 
part of a $370,000,000 general fund 
and $526,000,000 total budget for two j 
years.

4—Intention to appeal to the state 
Supreme court from the Dauphin 
county court decision outlawing the 
chain store and theatre tax act of 
1937. 
Senate leaders took parliam entary 
advice, meanwhile, on how to unseat 
democratic Senator Herbert S. Levin, 
whose election a Philadelphia court 
set aside in favor of form er Senator 
Samuel W Salus, republican. 
Sen­ 
ator John S. Rice, dem ocratic co­ 
leader, said he thought im peach­ 
m ent proceedings would be neces­ 
sary to make the removal. This was 
doubted by Republican Leader G. 
Mason Owlett.
